In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 11 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 (J S C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
Ail business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Applicants discussed the alleged differences of the instant invention and the prior art. Specifically, Applicants 
argued that the prior art methods result in one-to-one correlations (e.g., either the suspect did commit to crime, or the 
cow is the progeny), whereas the instant invention is based on probability and the likelihood that an animal belongs to 
a candidate population. More specifically, Applicants also argued that step b) of Claim 1 , comprises a calculation of a 
probability, rather than just an identification of a non-DNA trait (e.g., hair color, skin color, etc.) Applicants were 
encouraged to include these arguments when responding to the outstanding Office Action.
